Ho. f.E.R.A. 87/49R.B .—In pursuance ox i he notification ol the Government 
ut India m the Ministry of Balance No 12(l2jb,l/49 dated the 10th Septem- 
ber, 1949 and in supersession ot the notification of (he Reserve Bank of India 
No. ICE R.A. 93/48 R.B dated ihe 25tn \n;ust 1948, the Reserve Bank is 
pleased to permit any perbon— 

(l) to bring or send into the Pi evinces of India from any place outside 
India and Hyderabad other than Pakistan, Afghanistan and 
Burma, without limit currency notes of the Government of 
India or of any acceding ‘State or of Hvdombad and Reserve 
Bank of India notes, 

lii) to bring into the Provinces of India from any place in Pakistan 
oi Afghanistan — -(a) Rani notes or currency notes which are legal 
tender in Pakistan, Afghanistan or India, without limit, provided 
that no person shall hung into the Piovinces of India any Govern- 
ment of India one i upee notes Rom any place in Pakistan or 
Afghanistan ; 
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(b) Ooius, which are legal tender in India up to an amount not i*'<ceed- 
ing R«. 6/- in all per person at any one time; 

(iii) to bring into the Provinces of India from Burma, currency notes 

which are legal tender in India or Burma up to an amount not 

exceeding Its. 100/- per person at any one time provided that 
a person coming from Burma by the Ledo route may bring such 
notes up to Rs. 200/- at any one time; 

(iv) to bring into the Provinces of India from any place outside India 

and Hyderabad without limit any coin, currency notes or bank 

notes other than unissued notes, Bant of England notes, notes 
which are legal tender in Pakistan or Burma and currency notes 
of the Government of India or of any acceding Stale or Rose ve 
Bank of India notes provided that he makes a declaration cn the 
appropriate form specified by the Reserve Bank at the time of 
arrival to the Customs authorities of the total amount of notes 
brought in.
